Chapter 92, Section 36, of the Revised Statutes of Maine, 1954, 
requires the Assessors to give notice to bring in lists of taxable 
property: if no lists are brought in, NO CLAIM FOR ABATE- 
MENT. 

‘“‘Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give 
seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting no- 
tifications in some public place in town or shall notify them in 
such other way as the town directs, to make and bring in to them 
true and perfect lists of their polls and all their estates real and 
personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of which they were 
possessed on the first day of April of the same year. If any res- 
ident owner after such notice, or any non-residential owner after 
being reasonably requested thereto by the assessors, does not 
bring in such a list, he is thereby barred of his rights to make 
application to the assessorss or the county commissioners for an 
abatement on his taxes, unless he offers such list with this ap- 
plication and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed. The request upon nonresident owners may be 
proved by a notice sent by mail directed to the last known ad- 
dress of the taxpayer or given by any other method that brings 
notice home to the taxpayer.”’ 

In accord with the above, all resident and nonresident tax- 
payers are hereby requested to bring into the assessors true and 
perfect lists of their polls and all their estates, real and personal, 
as of April 1, 1977. The mailing of this copy of the town report to 
non-resident taxpayers will be considered a reasonable request 
as required by the law.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 
December 31, 1976 


The Planning Board of the Town of Waterford met 
during 1976 on the second and fourth Thursday of each 
month. As most of you are no doubt aware, the functions 
of the Planning Board are to approve subdivision on 
plans, approve certain types of building activity, and 
to generally formulate plans for the future growth and 
development of the town. During the year ending 
December 31, 1976, the Planning Board devoted most of 
its time, in conjunction with the Code Enforcement 
Officer, to the consideration of permits for buildings 
within the shoreland zoning portions of the town. 


As the result of concern expressed by many citizens 
of the town, the Planning Board has concluded that the 
time has come to implement a Zoning Ordinance for those 
parts of the town that are not presently zoned by virtue 
of the Shoreland Zoning Ordinance. Because of the 
geographical nature of the town, as well as the pattern 
of past development, this undertaking will not be easy. 
Our approach to zoning will be to examine individual 
sections of the town at separate regular Board meetings 


during 1977. 


Notices will be placed in the papers so that 
residents of the particular area being considered at 
a given meeting can attend that meeting and contribute 
their input to the Board. Hopefully in this manner a 
sensible and workable zoning ordinance can be struc- 
tured and presented at a town meeting for consideration 
in the not too distant future. 


Since becoming a member of the Planning Board, I 
have had the opportunity to discover that many people 
are unaware of the functions of the Board as well as 
the procedures the Board follows in dealing with a sub- 
division application or some other aspect of its duties. 
The Board would like all residents of Waterford to feel 
welcome at any of its meetings, and we invite your input 
with regard to all matters before the Board.

And plans were made by the Comm. to purchase well tiles and 
repair the various natural springs in the area - used by 
many residents and summer visitors as a primary source 

of water. 3 

Ken Morse completed the map project started earlier, 
and the-many different maps, including topo's, soils, 
aerial, vegetation and others will be on sale both at 
various local stores and at the town office. They are 
also to be distributed to the planning board for their use. 

The Conservation Commission meetings are open to 
all who would like to attend and the members welcome 
any support received.

During the year several hearings were held at 
the town hall relative to the regulation on the level 
of Bear Pond; also a hearing was held on the issuance 
of certain permits, which as of yet we have had no reply. 

I hope the citizens of the Town of Waterford will 
give very serious consideration to the zoning of the 
Town of Waterford which is being prepared by the 
Planning Board.
